It was thought nt first that an absolute order to report for duty would not bo
Issued for a few day8 to cdmo, but this notice wns received shortly before 12 o'clock,
and with It the Street was forced to accept tho proposition that tho nation Is now
facing an international conflict. ,

What effect this condition of war will be on values was not In any way Ind-
icated by the frequent breaks and feeble rallies which marked tho trading In tho
lost half of tho day.

The heaviest declines were In stocks, which, according to conservative Inter-
ests, should nover havo been established at tho prices which hnVe recently pre-
vailed for them. There was nothing but friendly buying and Inspired accumula-
tion to hold their prices at thoso levels, and when the step taken at Washington
was announced this morning this buying disappeared like vapor.

United States Steel common might be taken as representing the true situation
!n tho securities market. That stock declined a little more than 1 point, Rolling
a, little under 84, against 85V4 at tho closo on Saturday, and recovered part of thl3
loss in tho final dealings.

Mexican Petroleum was, of course, directly Influenced by tho position taken
by tho United States, but It has been known that this stock has been subjected to
bear pressure for some time past, and Its decline was helped along by efforts for
a strong bear pool.

June 19 While definite
details haio not jet been- determined In
connection ulth the proposed 100,000,000
lonn to France by a group of American
banking Interests, it H stated tnnt ery
little et remains to be accomplished before
the matter will be nrranged nnd public an-
nouncement made.

The now company that Is being formed
to Ijold the securities ihlch have been
corralled by the Fronch Goiernment, will
Issue Its iran securities ngnlnst tho loan,
tho same to bo offered to the American
public for subscription on a basis to yield
slightly better than flo per cent It was
stated this morning that the transaction
differs someuhnt from that of the $50,000,
000 Itusslan loan which bas just boon
closed nnd fully subscribed. In that there
will be a public offering of the $100,000 000
Issue The success of the Russian loan
Is expected to hae an Important bearing
on the French undertaking and tho bankers
predict thnt the entire amount will be
quickly nbsorbed The Itusslan loan wns
more of a banking transaction than other-
wise

It Is stated that tho French loan will
carry a stipulation that all of tho money
realized from the sale of the securities will
bo spent In this country In paying for
purchases by jhe French Goernment in
American markets 'With a continuance of
hostilities In Kurope, It Is eitdent that the
Allied Interests In nurope will be heaiy
